Washington, December 18.—(Special.) | 


The senate judiciary committee will 
Probably. authorize a favorable report 


tomorrow on authorization proposing. 


an amendment to the constitution pro- 


viding for the election of United States , 


senators by popular vote. 

Already the sub-committee, by 
vote of 2 to 1, has reported favorably 
on the proposition. The full commit- 
tee is composed of fifteen senators, 
nine republicans and six democrats. 

The democratic senators are believed 
to be unanimously in favor of the res- 
olution, and two republican senators, 
and probably three, wiil vote with 
them in favor of a report. 

Senator William tt. Borah, progres- 
sive republican, of Idaho, joined Sen- 
ator Isador Rayner, democrat, of Mary- 
land, on the sub-committee in author- 
izing a favorable report to the- full com- 
mittee on the resolution, Senator Bo- 
rah will undoubtedly vote in the full 
committee tomorrow in favor of re- 
porting the resolution to the senate. 

The friends of the resolution are 
cecnfidently claiming that they will 
have the support of the chairman of 
the judiciary committee, Senator Clar- 
ence E. Clarke, of Wyoming and of Sen- 
ator Knute Nelson, of Minnesota, both 
republicans. This would give them 
nine votes out of the fifteen. 

Form of Resolution Not Clear. 

It is possible that other republican 
senators may vote for a favorable re- 
port. Some of the senators who are 
voting to report the resolution are not 
enthusiastic in favor of it, but they 
justify their action in reporting it on 
the ground that the senate is entitled 
to have the subject matter brought 
before it for consideration. 

it is not clear that the Tucker reso- 
lution, which passed the house in 1892,. 
will be the form of the‘ resolution that 
will be reported from the judiciary 
committee. 

The sub-committees adopted the 
Tucker resolution, which prescribes 
that the qualification of the electors 
entitled to vote for United States sen- 
ator in the several states shall be the 
same qualifications as are prescribed 
for electors who vote for the most

Conductor Burden Meets

His Hat Brushed From His

train, Albert A. Burden, 33 years of 
age, yard conductor for the Southern 
railway, fell to his death yesterday 
morning at 9:30 o’clock, 90 yards north 
of the McDaniel street bridge.

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Mexico Alarmed Over 
the Situation. 


Wildest Rumors Afloat of In- 
surrecto Successes --- Govern- 
ment Plans to Crush the’ In- 
surgents by Sheer Weight of 
Numbers. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, December 17:— 
‘By Mail to El] Paso.)—The wildest 
rumors are current here today, no 
doubt exaggerated in the absence of 
communication with the front. The 
rumors, as usual, relate to insurrecto 
successes, but there is no confirma- 
tion nor way of securing it. 

The last authentic news came in 
over railroad lines from San Antonio 
yesterday afternoon. The operator said 
he could hear the booming of cannon, 
but could not see the fighting, owing 
to the lay of the land. The firing 
was distant. - 

The passenger train which was due 


here Thursday night and which was 
detained near Pedernales has not yet 
arrived. 
lack of food in the disaffected district 
and the cold nights, have undoubtedly 
been extremely uncomfortable, evenif 
left unmolested by soldiers and in- 
surrectos. 
Definate News Hard to Obtain. 

The telegraph wire over the Mexi- 
co and Northwestern railroad is still 
down west of San Antonio, for which 
reason it is impossible to ascertain the 
true condition of affairs. An official 
dispatch yesterday stated that fighting 
at San Andres last Thursday was of 
minor importance, being merely a 
skirmish. 

General Hernandez, commander of 
this military zone, took actual control 
of the Northwestern railroad today 
when for the first.time in a month 
soldiers were put aboard a train bound 
for the frovst.

~ POSTAL BANKS 
UPEN JANUARY 3 


One ExperimentalOffice 
in Each State. 


Washington December 18.—Postmas- 
ter Genera] Hitchcock stated tonight 
that everything will be in readiness for 
the postal savings banks in the various 
states and territories to receive depos- 
its on January 3, the first working 
day of the new year. Tne task of draw- 
ing up regulations, forms and instruc- 
tions to postmasters and the general 
public, he announced, has progressed 
to such an extent as to assure the be- 
ginning of operations at the experi- 


mental offices. 

One experimental office will be 
epened in each state and territory with 
a view to make the first tests of the 
service as thorough as possible under 
the limited approptiation. The of- 
fices designated are all of the second 
class and in localities where the con- 
ditions are exceptionally favorable for 
the development of postal savings 
business. Several* of the offices se- 
lected are in the communities inhab- 
ited by foreign-born Americans, who 
are remitting annually. considerable 
sums of money to their native coun- 
tries by postal money orders. 

During the past few days the post- 
masters at the twelve offices in the 
Rocky Mountains and Pacific coast 
states have been in Washington at the 
request of the postmaster general for 
a conference. 

The railroads of the United States 
likewise are using oil to a greater 
extent, the consumption by the roads 
in 1909 amounting to 19,939,394 barrels, 
an increase of 3,050,324 barrels, or 18 
per cent over the previous year. The 
total production of oil in the United 
States in 1909 was 182,134,274 barrels 
as compared with 178,527,355 barrels 
in 1908. The Value of the 1909 produc- 
tion was $128,248,738, while that of 
1908 was valued at $129,079,184. 

California, Oklahoma and West Vir- 
ginia added greatly to the increase in 
the quantity produced. The __ifirst 
named state gained 21.35 per cent; 
Oklahoma, 4.5 per cent, while West 
Virginia increased 12.83 per cent; Utah 
and Wyoming produced only 22,137 
barrels. However, this was a gain of 
24.55 per cent over their combined out- 
put in .1908. All other states showed 
a decrease, the greatest being in Louis- 
jiana. which declined 47.15 per cent. 
Georgia's experimental office will be

While here these postm4sters were 
thoroughly instructed as to how the 
new system should be put into opera- 
tion and how the business should be 
conducted.

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TRATFIC RELIC 
BEFORE COUNCIL 


Resolution Will Be In- 
troduced Today. 


There will be a resolution intro- 
duced in council this afternoon, which 
will doubtless be adopted by a unani- 
mous vote, that will be in the nature 
of an indorsement of a plan to relieve 
the congestion on Peachtree street by 
improving a parallel street. 

The resolution, it is said, will state 
in a preamble that Peachtree street 
is daily overcrowded and congested to 
such an extent as to frequently make 
it dangerous as well as inconvenient. 
The resolution will then go on to state 
that something should be done as soon 
as possible to improve another main 
thoroughfare on the north side of the 
city, and a recommendation will be 
made to council of next year, urging 
that the work be carried as far as pos- 
sible during 1911 and that an appro- 
priation be made to commence it. 

Will Carry Great Weight. 


The action of the present council 
will carry much weight and will cause 
the new council of 1911 to give a 
careful consideration of the congestion 
of traffic on Peachtree street and to 
do everything possible to see that it 
is relieved. 

The action of council wil] come after 
a week's agitation of the imperative 
need of some well-graded and well- 
paved street to parallel Peachtree. As 
has been shown in the columns of The | 


Constituticn,‘a number of citizens and | 


officials have declared that there is 
no public improvement more needed. 
Both the retiring and the incoming 
mayors, Alderman John W. Grant, 
chairman of the street committee, and 
council, Councilman Aldine Chambers, 
chairman of the street comimttee, and 
City Engineer Clayton, have all pub- 
lished statements in which they de- 
clared that the relief of the traffic 
congestion on Peachtree street is ab- 
solutely necessary, and that it is the 
city’s duty to see that something is 
done as early as possible to regrade 
and repave a parallel street. 
Three Streets Are Considered. 


As has been stated in The Constitu- 


tion, three streets have been mentioned ' 


which could be regraded and repaved 
and thus, to a large extent, re- 
lieve the congestion on Peachtree. 
These. three streets are Spring, Court- 
land and Piedmont avenue. It is the 
general opinion of city officials that 
Spring street might be the most avail- 
able, but this is a matter, however, 
that can be settled by council next 
year after the necessary money is in 
sight. 

It is believed that the suggestion of 
City Engineer Clayton will be adopt- 
ed, and that if council next year can- 
not give all the money needed, it will 
appropriate a sufficient sum with 
which to begin the work. 

When the new council is organized 
on January 2, the mayor will appoint 
a finance committee for 1911, of which 
Hon. John W. Grant will be chair- 
man. It will rest with this commit- 
tee to place in the January appor- 
tionment sheet an appropriation which 
will begin the work of improving a 
street parallel to Peachtree. and when 
this is done the work can begin early 
im the year and before the following 
year several blocks will be reareeer 
and repaved “i

Bill to-Be Put Through 
at Once. 


Strong Sentiment Has Devel- 
oped to Keep the House Mem- 
bership Down to 400, Allow- 
ing Gain of Only Nine Mem- 
bers.

Washington, -December § 18.—(Spe- 
cial.}—The population -of the country 
being now officially known, work wili 
begin in the lower Louse On a new 
congressional apportionment. The bill 
will fe put through during the present 
winter beyond a doubt. 

tepresentative Crumpacker, of In- 
diana, chainman of-tne committee on 
the census, has called upon the census 
bureau for certain computations and 
tabulations showing the size of the 
heuse under varying vasis of appor- 
tionmen* from 200,000 to 240,000. 

If the basis is put as tow as 215,000, 
it will mean increasing tic house mem. 
bersnip .o 430. If it is praced as high 
as 240,000, the house will be reduced 
to a membership of 383, whereas it is 
now 391. It will require a ratio of 
one member to each 245,040 population 
to keep the house at its present size. 


Reductions Always Fought. 


Reductions in the represen‘ation of 
a state is always fougnt. The péople 
of a state are usually elated over gain- 
ing a new congressman, and as bDit- 
terly resent iosing a member, for it 
looks like going backwara and inva- 
riably brings a howl. 

If the ratio is made 215,000, the fol- 
lowing states will gain one represen- 
tative each: Aldbama, Colorado, Geor- 
gia, Idaho, lTl.inois, Loufsiana, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Ohio, tehode Island, South Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Utah ang West Virginia. 

These states would gain two mem- 
bers each: Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey, Texas and Washington. Three 
each would be gained by California 
ang Oklahoma; four py Pennsylvania, 
and five by New York. On the other 
hand, lowa, Maine ang Missouri would 
lose one each. The other states would 
retain their present membDership. 
Sentiment to Keep Membership Down. 

A strong sentiment has developed to 
keep the house membership down to 
400, allowing a gain of only nine mem- 
bers. The adoption of 230,000 as the 
oasis of apportionment would accom- 
plish tuis result. | 

At this ratio the following states 
would add to their present represen- 
tation: New York, 4%; California, 2: 
Washington, 2; Oklahoma, 2; New Jer- 
sey, 1; Massachusetts, 1; North Dakota,

“Thirty-three counties in Georgia 
have lost population since 1900. Burke, 
Tattnall, Habersham, Appling, Irwin, 
Dooly, Decatur and Thomas lost pop- 
ulation because they ‘Set territory in 
the creation of new counties. How- 
ever, Appling. which lost territory in 
the creation of Jeff Davis, shoys a los 
of only 28 in population. On the other 
hand, Emanuel, Screven, Bulloch, 
Montgomery, Franklin, Coffee, Worth, 
Berrien and Wilcox lost territory, but 
they show a gain in population in spite 
of the loss. The only congressional’ 
districts which contain counties that 
lost no population are the fifth and 
eighth. In the first district four coun- 
tles lost in population; in the second 
district three: in the third district 
five; in the fourth district, four; in 
the sixth district, three; in the seventh 
district one; in the ninth district eight; 
or nearly one-half of the counties; in 
the tenth district, two; eleventh dis- 
trict, three. Two of the counties that 
did not lose territory lost more than 
one-fourth of the entire population. 
Also five of these counties have not 
only lost in population, but they had 
more illiterate children in 1908 than 
in 1908. Altogether, there are 36 coun- 
ties in Georgia that show an increased 
number of illiterate children between 
1903 and 1908. In 1900 there were 14,- 
911 illiterate white children in Geor- 
gia. By 1908 this number had in- 
creased to 19,378. These are white 
children, mind you, and yet since 1900 
we have more than doubted the amount 
of money spent en public-schools.”

| GIVING RAILROADS 100 HOURS DAILY. 


| The traveling public in Georgia is donating an estimated aver- 
age of 100 hours daily of its time to the railroads of this state. 

The rule requiring holders of mileage books to exchange mile- 
age for tickets before boarding trains is the explanation. 

The statistics are built on the estimate that 3,000 people in 
Georgia habitually use railroad mileage, and that the time they lose 
from their private business daily in exchanging it for tickets may be 
computed approximately at one hundred hours a day. ‘The esti- 
mate is a conservative one, as developed at full length in a recent 
issue of The Constitution. | 

Forbearance has ceased to be a virtue, and the traveling men 
of Georgia are preparing to bring the situation emphatically to the 
attention of the state railroad commission. 

The Travelers’ Protective Association of Georgia will hold its 
next annual meeting on December 31. 

It is proposed then to take up the matter of the unjust and 
arbitrary requirement imposed by the carriers and lay plans for 
immediate representations to the commission. 

There is no logical reason at present apparent why the com- 
mission should not grant relief. 

If it should fail to do so, legal redress remains, with recent 
precedent to inspire hope that the courts will decree readjustment. 

In this day of intense competition and lightning methods time 
is one of the most important factors. 

To wipe 100 hours a day from the business equipment of Geor- 
gia is a serious matter. The marvel is that the commercial travel- 
ers have let the practice go so long unchallenged. 

The ‘carriers should be fertile enough in expedients to find 
some method for double checking conductors and for systematically 
auditing transportation other than the tedious one now prevailing. 

As for the interstate phase of mileage book regulations, there 
are equally grave injustices demanding remedy. Even here the 
travelers have recourse in their national organization and before 
the interstate commerce and the federal courts. 
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SHACKLES FOR THE PISTOL-TOTER. 


Judge C. H. Brand, of the Georgia western judicial circuit, 
is going after the pistol-toter from a radical angle. 

He has issued the warning that after the first of the new 
year the alternative of a fine will be stricken in all cases where 
habitual pistol-toting is established, and the offender will go to 
the chain-gang. 

This means that after January 1 a powerful agency for the 
suppression of the concealed weapon menace will be operating 
in Banks county, for Judge Brand announces that the policy will 
be restricted at first to that portion of the circuit. 

He hopes to eventually extend it throughout the western 
circuit. 

As Judge Brand stated in his interview with The Constitution, 
the enforcement of such a policy will be impossible unless public 
sentiment is of a supporting nature. 

While holding court at Homer, the county seat of Banks, a 
poll was taken of opinion among those attending sessions regard- 
ing the striking of the alternative of a fine. 

Practically every white man, and the larger percentage of the 
negroes, testified their approbation and willingness to co-operate 
to the end that the law be given systematic enforcement. The 
retiring grand jury took the same stand. , 

Procedure of this determined character is identically what 
The Constitution has been advocating in its crusade against pistol- 
toting extending over a long period. 

To the majority of pistol-toters—those of the white race, 
especially—the imposition of a fine has comparatively little terror. 
It is rarely made of sufficient dimensions to leave an abiding 
impress. And there is always the uncertainty of securing con- 
viction before a jury. 

But let it be established by successive precedent that money 
will not buy immunity to the infraction of the law against carry- 
ing concealed weapons, and let conyiction follow speedily upon 
detection, and a practice that indicts our civilization as barbarous 
will speedily reach a vanishing point. 

Judge Brand has outlined a course that commends him to 
every Georgian who realizes the insidious danger of this specific 
form of lawbreaking. 

A widespread following of his example—throughout the coun- 
try, as well as in Georgia—would go far toward lessening the charge 
that we are a “nation of killers.” 

At the last analysis, however, it is public sentiment that will 
determine the success or failure of Judge Brand’s plan. 

Therein, the citizen who views his primary obligations in their 
proper light, cannot evade responsibility. 
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A BACK-FIRE AGAINST THE BOLL WEEVIL. 


When prairie or forest fifes threaten in the middle west, the 
tlame-fighters sometimes thwart the foe by “back-firing.” They 
kindle a blaze headed toward the enroaching terror, burn up ail 
sustenance on its oncoming path and starve it out of existence. 

War against the boll weevil proceeds very much along this 
line, and it is incumbent upon Georgia to inform itself, since an 
element of our scientists fear the pest may reach our borders 
within the coming year. | 

The best method of back-firing against this foreign invader 
yet discovered, is that found in cultural methods, and, above all, 
in diversification. 

If you plant an early maturing variety of cotton, you stand a 
fair chance of picking your crop before the bug that eats gold gets 
his share of the banquet. 7 

Equally effective from another angle is the plan of diversifi- 
cation, which teaches intensive cultivation of,cotton on a smaller 
acreage, with the larger part of the land put in crops immune to 
the maw of the enemy.’

CRUSADE LAUNCHED 


New York’s Board of Health 
Seeks the Co-operation 
of Dentists. 


Albany, N. ¥Y, December 18.—By the 
appointment of Dr. H. L. Wheeler, of 
New York city, and Dr. W. A. White, 
of Phelps, as dental consultants and 
special lecturers on oral hygiene of 
the New York state department of 
health, Commissioner Eugene H. Por- 
ter has earned the distinction of be- 
ing the first state commissioner of 
health in the United States to take an 
active part in the crusade for clean 
mouths and to enlist the assistance of 
members of the dental profession on 
behalf of the health of the community. 

The duties assigned to Dr. Wheeler 
and Dr. White comprise the giving of 
public lectures on the subject of oral 
hygiene and the prevention of tooth de- 
cay and consulting with local health 
boards and school authorities with re- 
gard to starting inspection of teeth of 
school children and the opening of 
free dental clinics. 

Dr. Gulick, president of the school 
hygiene association, has estimated that 
two decayed teeth in the mouth of a 
child are sufficient to retard the child 
six months in its studies.

In High Wind, Airman 
Dashed to Earth. 


His Machine Was Completely 
Wrecked --- Aviator Received 
Only Minor Injuries --- New 

' Machine Ordered for $20,000 
Prize Race. 


Dover, England, December 138.— 
Claude Grahame-White, the English 
aviator who recently won the interna- 
tional aviation cup at Belmont Park, 
had a@ narrow escape from serious 
injury today when his machine was 
wrecked and he was badly ¢ut about 
the face. 

A large number of aviators have 
been waiting here for the last fort- 
night to compete for the prize of $20,- 
000 offered by Baron de Forest for the 
longest flight across the English chan- 
nel in 1910, the flight to be made by 
an Englishman in an English built 
machine. Grahame-White this morning 
ascended for a trial flight in a strong 
wind. His machine began to rock and 
he wag unable to restore its equiljb- 
rium. It turned over, plunged to the 
ground and was completely wrecked. 

The aviator, fortunately, fell a lit- 
tle to one side, It was thought at 
first he had suffered concussion of the 
brain, as he was unconscious, but he 
soon recovered consciousness and it 
was found that he had received nothing 
more than some baq cuts about the 
face. It is expected he will be about 
again within a week. He has ordered 
another biplane of the Wright type 
from Bristol] to make another attempt 
to win the prize. 

A second competitor for the prize, 
Sopwith, fared better than Grahame- 
White. He left East Church, Sheppey 
island, at 8:15 o’clock In the morning, 
crossed from Dover to Calais and de- 
scended at Beaumont, Belgium, a dis- 
tance of 190 miles. 

In his tria) flight, Grahame-White 
had descended to within 100 feet of 
the ground when his machine began to 
waver. His actual fall probably did 
not exceed 70 feet. 

Sopwith completed his flight of 174 
miles just under three and one-half 
hours. This is the first time that a 
British-made aeroplane has crossed the 
channel, and in addition, it is a rec- 
ord flight for distance under the con- 
ditions provided. No tugs or other 
craft followed the aviator on = his 
flight from Dover to Calais, and no 
other precautions were taken against 
accidents

When 
he was stricken physicians were hast- 
ily summoned, but the end came before 
they arrived. 

President Taft and Secretary Knox 
called at the Chilean legation in the 
afternoon and offereg Senor Don Alberto 
Yoacham, charge d’affaires of the em- 
bassy, the use of an American battle- 
ship for transporting the body to 
Chile. The president ang Secretary 
Knox expressed the hope that the body 
might be returned to Chile under the 
American flag. This information was 
cabled to the Chilean government by 
Senor Yoacham, who said tonight he 
expected an answer tomorrow. The 
funeral services will be held at 11 
o’clock Wednesday morning at St. Pat- 
rick’s cathedral and the body will be 
temporarily interred. 

Most all of the diplomatic body and 
government officials vieweq the body 
today, and offered their condolences to 
Senor Zoscham and the members of 
the Chilean legation. 

Senor Cruz was 45 years old, and had 
returned to the United States but a 
month ago from Chile, having visited 
there after attending the Pan-Ameri- 
can congress at Buenos Ayres iast 
summer. Senor Yoacham, charge 
d’affaires of the legation, was to have 
left for Chile on leave of absence to- 
morrow, but today cancelled all ar- 
rangements, and probably will be here 
indefinitely pending the appointment of 
a new minister. 

Senor Cruz has been Chilean minis- 
ter to the United States for three years. 
He was at one time professor in the 
law faculty of the University of Chile, 
and in 1892 first came to the United 
States as secretary of the Chilean lega- 
tion. He was at one time a member 
of congress in Chile and the minister 
of war. He is survived only by his 
wife, a niece of the late Senor Gama, 
minister to Great Britain, who ded a 
month ago. 


IMMENSE WASTE. 
IN COKE MAKING 


Principal Cause of Loss 
Attributed to Type of 
Oven Used. 


Washington, December 18.—‘Proba- 
bly in no other industry, unless in the 
mining of coal itself, is there so much 
waste as in the manufacture of fur- 
nace and foundry coke,” says Richard 
Moldenke, secretary of the foundry- 
men’s association ang a recognized au- 
thority on the coke industry, In a bul- 
letin on that subject tssued today by 
the bureau of mines. 

One of the principal causes of waste 
he attributed to the use of the old 
beehive type of oven, which allows the 


by-products, such ag tar, surplus gas, | 


ammonia products and benzol to escape, 
Basing his estimate on the figures on 
the coke production of 1907, Mr. Moi- 
denke says that approximately the net 
loss due to beehive oven coke produc. 
tion in that year amounted to $38,000,- 
000. 

The change from the beehive to the 
retort or by-product plant will be slow, 
he says, as, in addition to involving 
enormous investment, it requires a 
systematc development of the market 
to take up the tar, surplus gas, ammo- 
nia products ang benzol will be made 
as the newer installations are built. 

“We are far behind Burope in this 
respect,” he continues, “for if we 
should seriously undertake to bring 
about the use of these by-products to 
the extent that is logically possible, by 
making creosote, the aniline dyes, etc., 
there would be no further need to 
burn tar urder boilerg to get rid of 
it, or for more importations of am- 
monium salts, creosote, etc. 

“All classes of citizens,” concludes 
Mr. Moldenke, ‘could help to encourage 
wasteful methods of using coal, and 
our industrial experts in particular 
should study methods of economizing 
to the utmost extent, by tmproved proc- 
esses of manufacture and use the 
resources that before long seem likely 
to be exhausted.”

HOUSE FAVORS 


But the Senate Seems 
Lukewarm. 


Washington, December 18.—Congress 
is expected to adjourn Wednesday for 
the holiday recess, and not to resume 
business until January 5. The resolu- 
tion which passed the house probably 
will be brought up in the senate to- 
morrow. No objection to the program 
has appéared, as it is practically cer- 
tain that a half dozen of the big sup- 
Ply bills will be out of the way by 


Wednesday night. 

Business. before both branches -f 
congress thus far has not stimulated 
) much public interest, and seats in the 
galleries have been vacant. The 
omnibus claims bill In the senate has 
failed to attract crowds, and the ap- 
propriation bills in the house proved 
no better magnet. 

Outside of the claims bill there has 
been no business before the senate ex- 
cept the Cumming resolution to change 
the rules of the senate and hous s0 
as to facilitate piecemeal revision of 
the tariff. Several speeches on this 
subject have been made, and the indi- 
cations are that the resolution will be 
sent to the senate rules committee be- 
fore the recess. : 

Won’t Deal With Rules. 

The rules committee is gonerally be- 
lieved to be opposed to the adoption of 
any measure which would undertake 
to deal with the rules of the house. 
The indications are that some meas- 
ure may be reported which would give 
the senate opportunity of voting on 
some form of cloture for itself without 
invading the prerogatives of the house. 

The question of legislation to create 
a permanent tariff commisison is at- 
tracting far more attention in the 
house than in the senate, where there 
has been manifested a disposition to 
await the optcome of conferences be- 
heing held by Representatives Long- 
worth, of Ohio: Good, of Iowa, and 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin. Whether these 
members are able to harmonize their 
differences has not been made clear. 
but it is said that in the house. as a 
whole, there {is sentiment generally for 
enlargement for the tariff board, and 
making its existence continue for at 
least six years. Some members favor 
making the life the commission ten 
years, and still others would go as 
high as twenty years. 

Most serious of all the questions in- 
volved is that of giving to the com- 
mission the power to demand books 
and papers of corporations. Many 
members favor having the commission 
call for such documents where they 
believe them to be necessary, and in 
the event of refusal, to make reports 
to congress with a view to separate 
action in each case. 

Ballinger-Pinchot Row. 

The report of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigation is still slumbering in the 
house committee on agriculture. Mi- 
nority members of the investigating 
committee are threatening to demand 
a reportfrom the committee on agri- 
culture so that the vote on the merits 
of the majority and minority views 
might be had in the house, but no 
Step in that direction has vet been 
taken, There appears to be little pros- 
pect of action In the senate. 

It is likely that the investigation of 
Indian contracts which has been at a 
standstill for several weeks will be 
resumed during the holiday recess. A 
number of attorneys who are in Wash- 
ington will be asked to testifv as to 
their fee arrangements with the In- 
dians, tribally and individually. Chair- 
man Burke expects the investigations 
will be closed some time in January. 
The committee began work as the re- 
sult of charges made in the senate by 
Mr. Gore, of Oklahoma, just at the 
close of last session. The committee 
appointed to investigate similar 
charges has never met. Senator Jones, 
chairman of the senate committee. will 
make a report showing that the héuse 
committee covered the subject in a 
manner that made a second investiga- 
tion unnecessary. It is understood his 
report will include a statement to be 
made by Senator Gore declaring that 
a probe by the senate would have cov- 
ered the same ground as that made 
by the house. 


RETAIL TRADE ACTIVE | 
IN COTTON GOODS 


Trading for Future Delivery 
Is at Very Low Ebb, 


However. 


New York, December 18.—Trading in 
eotton goods for future delivery is at 
avery low ebb, but values are gen- 
erally holding steady, with insuffi- 
cient pressure from sellers to enhance 
the depression. Mill agents fee! that 
prices are as low as they can go 
without adding to the losses mills will 
be called upon to bear from contin- 
ued production, and they are disposed 
to wait for the turn of the year and 
see if the attitude of the buyer will 
not change. The goods under .order 
are all wanted, and anticipations of 
deliveries on contracts for domestics 
and other staples are not uncommon. 
It is clear that stocks are not burden- 
some in distributing hands. 

The retail holiday trade is active, 
and the consequent release of capita! 
may stimulate early buying in the new 
year. Reorders of fancy wash goods 
and ginghams are being tendered. 
Wide sheetings and tickings are very 
firm. Bleached sheetings are quiet and 
trading is light. 

Prints are being shipped on old or- 
ders, and fancy prints for spring are 
growing in favor. Napped cottons con- 
tinue steady. Sales of print cloths at 
Fall River last week amounted to 80.,- 
000 pieces, of which 35,000 were for 
spot delivery. Tnere has been a bet- 
ter business in underwear and hosiery, 
and seasonable goods are moving out 


steadily. 

Cotton yarns hold fairly firm on a 
moderate amount of business. Ex- 
port trade continues quiet. Careful at- 
tention is being given by manufac- 
turers of cotton goods to the danger of 
accurnulating stocks from high price 
cotton, and if there is not a shar}; 
movement in the demand for merchan- 
dise soon after the turn of the year. 
curtailment will be resorted to in New 
England and the soutn.

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REVIVAL WOULD QUICKEN 
ACTIVITIES OF CHURCH 


“Last Sunday night, in speaking of 
Atlanta’s need of a great revival at 
this particular time, we were naturally 
brought to see the results that wou!d 
follow such a revival,” said Rev. Len 
G. Broughton at the Baptist Tabernacle 
last night. “We could not consider 
this phase of the subject at that time, 
and hence we are doing so at the pres- 
ent time. We may well feel sure that 
there would be results. It is impos- 
sible for a revival, a sure-enough re- 
vival, to come to any community and 
not leave great and abiding results. 

“Of course, there would be the saving 
of lost souls; that is the first consid- 
eration, and would naturally be the 
most important result. In other places 
where there has been recently these 
great union revivals, unconverted peo- 
ple have been reached and saved and 
brought into the church by the thou- 
sands. Certainly Atlanta needs this, 
and the hope inspired by the thought 
of such results should bring the 
churches of our city together, in spite of 
our little petty differences, to unite In 
such a movement. It is going to be 
too late to save some of our people 
if we wait much longer. If we reach 
them at all we must do it speedily or 
our opportunity is gone. 

Quicken Church Activities. 

“But, aside from the direct work of 
saving the lost in our community, a 
genuine revival, one that would reach 
from the old carshed to the remotest 
border of our city, would result in the 
quickening of our church activities. 
I find itn reading the accounts of the 
gzréat union revivals in other’ cities 
that the quickening of church life is 
most conspicuous. For example, in 
one of the Pennsylvania towns where 
Billy Sunday and his co-laborers’ en- 
gaged in a month’s campaign, it was 
observed a year later that the prayer 
meetings of the various churches were 
larger than the Sunday congregations 
prior to the revival. The same propor- 
tion of increase was observed also in 
the Sunday schools, young people’s 
societies and ladies’ work. I believe 
this would result from a great union 
revival in Atlanta. Our church work 
would be quickened in every depart- 
ment. 

“And certainly this is a pressing 
need. Among the seven churches of 
Asia, described in the Book of Reve- 
lation, there is Sardis, of which it is 
said, “Thou hast a name that thou 
livest, and art dead.’ I am very much 
afraid that our Atlanta churches are 
about to lose what Sardis had, even 
‘the name to live.’ I know of nothing 


more pitiable than what seems to me 
to be the decline of the spiritual power 
of sur Atlanta churches. It is the 
wail of our united ministry. We may 
brag as much as we please about the 
personne} of our churches, but the 
spirituality of them is something about 
which we certainly have no right to 
boast. Our Sunday schools, prayer 


meetings, and other church organiza- 
tions are not as active today, nor on 
the whole as large, as they were many 
years ago. They may give more money, 
but they are much more able to give. 
Our ability to give’ has gone far be- 
yond our giving. The fact is, we are 
on the back track spiritually, and a 
general] revival is the only thing that 
I know that can bring us back. No 
one church can.turn the tide for the 
whole city. 
Quicken Civie Conscience. 

“Another important result would be 
the quickening of our civic conscience. 
The best way to get our laws enfore- 


ed is to have a great revival] that will 
get down into our conscience. This 
Surely is a pressing need. Atlanta is 
not making the progress in this direc- 
tion that she should. She is not as 
well off as she was a short time ago. 
Criminals are not caught and not pun- 
ished like they once were. This is a 
general comment. Blind tiger dens are 
getting far more numerous and the 
violation of our prohibition law is 
being regarded with less zeal than it 
was. Something seems to have blinJ- 
ed the police and deadened the ardor 
of the public. Dens of vice are allow- 
ed to go on al] about us without any 
Special concern unless they get so 
flagrant that even a blind man could 
see them. The courts forced the Co!- 
lins street crowd to vacate, but the 
authorities hawe been perfectly con- 
tent to let them light In alj parts of 
the city. I have been informed of the 
location of a number of these people 
who were run out of the red-light dis- 
trict close around our Tabernacle. I 
have not had the time to verify this 
report. It is not my business to do it. 
The city employs men to look after 
the protection of the morals of our 
people, but if they will not, or cannot 
do it, then we will have to do it. All 
this shows how we need a quickened 
conscience here on our law enforce- 
ment, and an old-fashioned revival! is 
the only thing that can bring it about. 

“Again, such a revival would result 
in the purging of our sociaj] atmos- 
phere. God knows this is needed. Our 
people are almost crazy about society, 
and social events. The high price of 
living does not seem to have reduced 
our demands for social stunts at all. 
I am informed by those who know 
that there never has been as much 
theater-going in Atlanta as at present. 
And the plays that display the great- 
est amount of immiorality and filth 
seem to be most popular and draw 
the langest crowds. This is a sad com- 
mentary upon our moral condition. We 
cant’ go on like this without reaping 
shame and disgrace. There is no time 
for religious work. Our time is taken 
up In seeking so-called pleasure. It is 
card parties and theaters day in and 
day out, and no time for devotion, no 
time for religious work. Our children 
are being raised in an atmosphere of 
gambling in card parties and cheap 
vulgarity in the theaters. A general 
revival would correct this tendency. 
It has done so in other places. Many 
places where these revivals have been 
held, theaters have almost gone out of 
business and card party gambling has 
become a thing of the past. 

Does Atlanta Want Revival? 

“The question is: Does Atlanta want 
a revival that will give us such re- 
sults? I am free to say that in my 
judgment this is the milk in the cocoa- 
nut. Atlanta would have such a revi- 
val if she was prepared to accept 
such results. I believe there are thou- 
sands of good people here who are 
anxious to have such a revival. Many 
people who are in the swim of social 
pleasures areanxious to getoutof it, 
and they welcome such a meeting. A 
prominent Episcopalian preacher in 
our city said to me only a few days 
ago: ‘I wish you people would do 
something, for it is almost come to 


‘pass that we Episcopalians can’t en- 


joy Lent for you card-playing, theater- 
going Baptists, Methodists, Presbyteri- 
ans and others.’ He was partially joking 
me and yet he was partly serious. The 
whole church in Atlanta is gasping for 
spiritual breath. We must be revived 
or have a huge church funeral.”

Jurist Has No Aspirations

ticeship of the supreme court of the 
United States. This gossip has cen- 
tered to a great extent in the supposi- 
tion that the failure of President Taft 
to fulfill the expectation genera) in 
Washington that Associate Justice 
Hughes would receive the promotion, 
would leave the latter in a _ position 
where he would be available for the 
republican presidential nomination in 
1912. Those in the contidence of Jus- 
tice Hughes know he is distressed by 
this talk; particularly so by the in- 
ference in some quarters that he is 
nursing a grievance because he was 
not promoted to the chief justiceship. 

Justice Hughes has steadfastly re- 
fused, since his elevation to the su- 
preme bench, to talk for publication: 
nevertheless, it can be said with un- 
qualified positiveness and on the best 
of authority that he harbors no griev- 
ance, that he never was promised the 
chief, justiceship; that he recognizes 
the fitness and propriety of the ap- 
pointment,.of Justice White as chief 
justice; that he is not and does not 
intend ever to be a candidate for the 
presidency and particularly that he is 
happy in his work and desires to be 


left alone to do it to the best of his 
ability.

Yes, it IS rather late, with Christ- 
mas all but here, to be springing foot- 
ball talk. But a sup sporting editor 


doesn’t get a chance to say his little‘ 
say but once in every so often and, 


when he does, he’s bound to have it, 
especially when it so happens that he 
was once a near-football player and 
the grand old game is being hopped 
on from al] sides by a bunch of ginks 
that wouldn’t know a touchdown if 
they met it at a reception or an after- 
noon wedding. 

According to Uncle Sam’s last offi- 
cial count, there are something like 
99,000,000 folks in this land of the free. 
into whose gray matter has never sift- 
ed the idea that there might be any 
but a physical side to a football game. 
All but 98,000,000 of these are willing 
to admit that a course in football] does 
make strong, healthy, red-blooded men, 
men that physically are fittest to fight 
life’s battles, but right there they 
get the “back-up”: signal and quit 
cold, That football might make a 
young man stronger mentally is all 
but beyond the scope of their concep- 
tion. 

Sporting editors by the hundreds 
have reeled off columns of stuff by the 
thousand, defending football on its 
merits as a game that develops the 
physical man, showing that the com- 
paratively few deaths resulting are 
more than offset by the physical bene- 
fii the vast army of uninjured reaps. 
But there’s another side. still to the 
question, and you may take a sub- 
sporting editor’s word (which isn't 
worth a plugged nickel in the open 
market) for it. 

Makes Men Fighters. 


if there is any one thing that a 
course of football under the right 
kind of coach does for a chap it is 
to develop in him the qualities that 
make him primarily a fighter. Not a 
bruiser, mind you. Not a thug with 
big biceps and a nasty disposition, 
who goes around with a chip on his 
shoulder, but a fighter in the better 
sense of the word, a chap who never 
knows when he’s properly’ licked, be 
the game football, politics. love or 
business. 

Did anybody ever, anywhere, see a 
football line that didn’t take a brace 
under the shadow of its own goal 
posts? Did you? And did it ever oc- 
cur to you to wonder why? 

Was it humiliation? 

Never. 

Desperation then? 

Not quite. 

Determination? 

You scored a bull’s-eye that time, 
son, if never again. res, it’s just 
plain out, old-fashioned, bulldog deter- 
mination. The coach has been drilling 
it into ‘em all season long, telling em 
they aren’t ever whipped till the 
came’s over and the fellows in that 
“hin. red line,” begin to remember 
when their own goal line looms up 
too close for comfort. 

For months the coach has been ham- 
mering it into the team that the only 
fellow that ever really whipped is 
the one that quits, that one game or 
one season doesn’t count so very much 
after all, if they’ve all fought clear 
through to the referee's last whistle, 
no matter what the score. driving 
home, unconsciously” some time, but 
surely, nevertheless, the idea that the 
only man that deserves to win is the 
man who keeps on fighting to the very 
end. 

It’s hard te make the average out- 
sider understand just how strongly 
this fighting spirit is instilled into the 
minds of the men who go to make up 
a football team. It’s only those who 
have been through the mill that ever 
really understand thoroughly. But 
there are thousands of aggressive, al! 
but unconquerable men in theycountry 
today whose fighting propensifies were 
born under the stress of football bat- 
tles. 

Is This Werth While? 

Is it, really? What do you think 
about it? What about it, some of you 
be-spectacied howlers against the bru- 
tality of football? if you had a little 
this “never-say-die” grit in 
your craw wouldn't you be something 
better today than an adjunct professor 
of a defunct language in a forty-ninth 
rate college? 

And you fathers that are raising a 
howl about your son’s.getting a black 


eye and a skinned kmee, or even & 
broken arm occasionally—is there any- 
thing in the world you admire more 
than you do a chap that’s never beaten 
till the fight’s over? 

Give the boy a chance, let him begin 
to learn to fight before he has it to do, 
Put him into the game and let him 
take his chances with the rest. He 
may break his neck, to be sure, but if 
he gets out of college without some 
of this “fighting spirit” he'll never 
amount to anything anyway, so what's 
the difference? 

Does the Spirit Last? 

“Does this fighting spirit stick to a 
fellow after he leaves college?” you 
very naturally ask, 

Well, let’s see. 

There is today in the city of Atlanta 
a chap who had this ‘don’t-you-dare- 
quit” stuff hammered into him for three 
consecutive football seasons. As 
was leaving college the young lady he 
was to have married within the month 
eloped with another man. Later his 
father disowned him ~ because he 
wouldn't study law, and only a few 
months later his mother who alone 
S}mpathized with him, died. 

He heard “the call of the wild” pret- 
ty strongly, and, although he fought 
it manfully, his unrest won, and he 
left Georgia. For several years he 
wandered aimlessly over the country.

Buying of Pig Iron in Distrib- 
a Markets Reduced 
to Minimum. 


New York, December 18.—Although 
a dominating influence in the steel 
trade is apparently committing a ta- 
jority of the manufacturers of fin- 
ished ‘steel products to a policy oft 
restricted competition and reduced 
output to maintain prices, there is a 
strong sentiment against such action 
among the manufacturers themselves. 
Most of the large consumers of ma- 
terial naturally hold the same belief as 
|the recalcitrants in the steel trade; in 
consequence they are withholding or- 
ders inanticipation of a change in pol- 
icy. It is certain that prices will be 
no higher in the near future, and there- 
fore there is no advantage in placing 
orders except to meet immediate. re- 
quirements. 
less than half capacity, there is no 
danger that shipments can not be se- 
cured when required, and concessions 
may be made later which will encour- 
age the placing of contracts covering a 
long period of time. 

The railroads show no disposition to 
release contracts for equipment imme- 
diately, and they are more concerned 
about the quality of rails than the 
price to be developed on other materia]. 

The New York Central has placed 
some experimental orders, prior to 
distributing is contract for 140,000 tons 
for 1911. Other rail orders placed last 
week were for smal] lots, aggregating 
about 10,000 tons. 

Orders for fabricated structural stee] 
last week were light, but speci- 
fications aggregated about 15,000 tons. 
It is expected that December will de- 
velop orders for about 70,000 tons, 
which will make the total for the year 
1,200,000 tons, which was exceeded in 
poth 1909 and 1908.

Court Appointments Without Influence 

Political events of the week, which 
included the new supreme court ap- 
pointments, resumption of tariff legis- 
lation, suit by. the federal government 
against the Southern Pacific Company 
and threatened action from the same 
quarter against the so-called electrica] 
trust, were without influence market 
wise. : 

Foreign exchange fell to the lowest 
point in almost three years, on heavy 
offerings of- bankers’ bills. The many 
reports of railroad earnings submitted 
reflected further reduction of opera- 
tions by many of the larger systems 
and excited some misgivings as to the 
stability of dividends. 

An acute stage seems to have been 
reached in threatened strikes of the 
western railroads, which affects sixty- 
one transporation companies and 31,- 
000 employees. Another phase of the 
labor situation developed in the de- 
cision of the United States Steel] Cor- 
poration to suspend operations atone of 
its largest mills, because of scarcity 
of business. The shut-down is not 
likely to be of long duration, but 
throws a strong light on prevailing 
conditions in that important industry. 
In other industrial lines, however, 
some improvement is shown, particu- 
larly in copper and lead.

Census Figures Will Af- 
fect the Cotton Market. 


Report Will Be Made Public 
on Tuesday---Figures Will Be 
Carried Down to Evening of 


Report Will Be Bullish. 


New Orleans, December 18.—The one 
big event in the cotton market this 
week will be the census bureau report 
on ginning. The figures will be carried 
down to the evening of December 14%, 
and the report will be isswed at 9 
o’clock Tuesday morning. Up to the 
end of last week the trade had been 
unable to make up its mind what to 
expect. Extremists on the bull side 
predicted that less cotton would be re- 
turned as ginned in the period between 
December 1 and December 13 than in 
the same period last year. This claim 
was borne out by scores of telegrams 
from ginning points in the cotton belt, 
but conservative traders were not in- 
clined to pin much faith to them, 

Season Of Surprises. 

So far as extremely bullish figures 
from the census bureau are concerned, 
it must be remembered that this is a 
season of surprises, and that statistics 
are likely to show almost anything. 
Many commission brokers have been 
constantly pointing out of late that the 
wise thing to do before the issuance 
of the bureau report is to even up. 
Probably liquidation will be the main 
feature of the market Monday, which 
will place the market in condition to 
take on a good spurt if the census 
figures are bullish. Technically the 
market is in a similar condition to that 
prevailing just before the announce- 
ment of the government’s estimate of 
the crop. The estimate was bullish, 
and the market made a full response 
to it, something that could not have 
happened had it been hampered with a 
large long interest that was anxious 
to take profits on every point of ad- 
vance. 

The census report will compare with 
481,000 bales ginned during the same 
period last year, $95,000 two years ago 
and 928,000 three years ago. Should 
the figures fall below last year’s 
showing it will be generally accepted 
by the trade that the government has 
overestimated the crop. The govern- 
ment figures were 11,426,000 bales of 
500 pounds gross weight, and the aver- 
age bullish estimate will be about 11,- 
250,000 bales maximum. 

Should Report Be Bullish, 

Should the government report be 
bullish as some traders claim it will 
be, the last argument of the big crop 
people will be gone. 

No excessive activity may be ex- 
pected, no matter what the census 
figures are because of the holidays. 

On Friday afternoon all the markets 
of the cotton world will close, not to 
reopen until Tuesday morning, on this 
side of the water, and Wednesday 
morning in Liverpool. Next week the 
markets will close Friday night, not 
to reopen until the following Tuesday 
morning. This makes a long stretch 
of inactivity, and the few days between 
the two holiday periods will be about 
as bad as the holidays themselves, con- 
sequently very few people. will care 
to carry much cotton either way until 
after the first of the year and the hol- 
idays are over.

IMPORTS OF 1910 
BREAK RECORDS 


Reports Indicate Increase of 
9 Per Cent Over Last 


Year. 


Washington, December 18.—The cal- 
endar year 1910 will be the banner 
year for the world’s international 
trade, according to the bureau of sta- 
tistics. The bureau receives statis- 
tics from practically every country 
and these show that both imports and 
exports are considerably greater than 
in 1909. 

Considering the figures that are now 
at hand for any part of the calendar 
year 1910, the bureau finds that in 
practically every case the records 
show the imports in 1910 to be great- 
ly in excess of any monthly average 
of the year 1909, while the exports are 
with few exceptions also in excess of 
those of 1909. 

The bureau has received § reports 
from twenty-seven countries, which 
cover from six to ten months of the 
calendar year 1910. In allof the twen- 
ty-seven countries the figures of im- 
ports show a marked increase in the 
monthly averages, as compared with 
the corresponding period in 1909. The 
exports also are considerably larger 
except in the case of Argentina and 
Bulgaria. 

Considering the countries for which 
figures are at hand, the monthly im- 
ports and exports show an increase of 
about 9 per cent, as compared with 
the corresponding months of last year, 
and it is believed the world’s interna- 
tional commerce for 1910 probably will 
show exports valued at between 
$14,000,000,000 ang $15,000,000,000, while 
imports are expected to aggregate 
more than $16,000,000,000.
